It is located on the peninsula formed by 
the junation of the Blue and White Nile.

sea. 
There is an extensive quay, on the

The provinces of 


the Soudan are not commercial to any 
great extent, but these great rivers bring 
to this point a great number of ships. 


The principal productions are ivory, 


hides, senna, gum Arabic, and beeswax. 
It will be seen that all these productions 
are natural, and not the result of indus- 
try or cultivation. 
The inhabitants of 


that vast country are notoriously indolent, 
and some on 3 has said that bees are the 
only industrial creatures in that whole 
country. 


A great pirt of the city lies low, so 


that at high water it is flooded, which 
renders it unhealthy, but it is believed 
that some day a remedy for that evil will 
be provided. 
The gardens around the 


city are extensive, and contain long rows 
of date palms, many of which are a half 
century old, and have become very valua- 
ble.

INCREASE OF CANCER.—If the data of 


the Registrar General's reports are cor- 
rect, cancer is steadily 
increasing in 


England, and the rate of increase is aug- 
menting. 
Thus during the ten 
years, 


1850-1859, the increase in the number of 
deaths from this disease was 2,000, show- 
ing an average increase of about 200; 
fro.n 1860 to 1899 the number of deaths 
was 80,040, anj the average annual in- 
create 248; and from 1870 to 1879, 
111,301 deaths occurred, with an anuual 
increase of 320. Dr. Charles Moore at- 
tempted to show in a book published in 
1865, that cancer thrives with good living, 
and that its increase was an accompani- 
ment of the improved economical condi- 
tion and vitality of the British people. 
It abounds where the conditions are or« 
dinarily most favorable to health, and 
more among the rich than among the 
poor. 
According to a French observer, 


about 10 per cent, of the wealthy classes 
and 7 per cent, of the poorer classes are 
afflicted with cancer. 
The disease ac- 


cording to Dr. Crisp, also prevails among 
animals, more frequently among flesh- 
eaters than among herb-eaters, and amang 
domesticated than among wild animals. 
It is not zymotic or infectious, or con- 
veyed in a«y way, oor is it transmissable, 
though the predisposition to it may be 
inherited ; but it begins cie novo in each 
individual whom it attacks. The only 
efficient remedy for it is the surgical one, 
and that should be applied at the earlier 
stages of the disease, while the affection 
is still local.—Popwtor Science Monthly.

At the end of our late war, a 
young man was graduated at the top of 
his class, at West Point, and a friend 
said to him : "Well, X,, your career is 
secure, of course." "I am not so sure of 
that," was the reply; "I have graduated 
at the top of my class, it is true, brf 


there is Grant, you krow, who graduated 
at the bottom of bis, and he isn't quite a 
failure in life. 


Moreover, and apart from all this, the 


fact reiiaias that some minds mature 
more slowly than others, and some ac- 
quire much more slowly, while acquiring 
with admirable certainty, and assimilat- 
ing knowledge most profitably.

miss examinations frequently, and are not 
the worse, but the better for missing 
them, because there is profit for such 
minds in going twice over given ground.

the supplies sent out to the Indians. She 
has many good things to say of the Fil- 
diers, who, she declares, 
never broke 


faith with the Indians, and she asserts 
that the Piutes and the- other Indians on 
this coast would hail with joy the transfer 
of the reservations to t'lee charge Oi" the 
War Department. Very curious and inter- 
esting is her account of the methods of 
some of the Indian agents. 
One hired 


he' to serve as interpreter, paying her 
$30 a mouth, and then charging her more 
than her bilary for board a-jd lodging. 
The military authorities, when they hired 
her to interpret, paid her $60 a month 
and gave her the rations of a soldier. 
She gives a very readable account of a 
visit paid by herself and father to Secre- 
tary Schurz to intercede for the remnant 
of the tribe exiled on the Yakima Re- 
servat'.on. 
Schurz gave an order for the 


tribe to return to their old home, with- 
out cost to the government, and he 
promised that Piutes in Nevada should 
be fu-nished with canvas for wigwams. 
The whole tribe assembled at Lovelock's 
and waited for several weeks for the 
tents, but they never came. The order for 
the return of the exiles aUo ended in 
nothing, as the agent at Yakima exerted 
his influence to retain the Piutes because 
they were good workmen. Sarah is es- 
pecially severe in her denunciations of 
Reinturd, a Nevada agent ; and what 
gives point to all these stories of the 


dishonest 
practices and the 


government's broken faith is that they 
are corroborated by documentary evi- 
dence. Sarah's last visit to the Bust was 
to endeavor to get the government to 
restore the Malheur agency to the Piutes, 
as their present reservation, it is chimed, 
do not afford them sufficient 
means to 


secure a livelihood. This book ought 
certainly to aid in this effort, as it cannot 
fail to impress one as a sincere and earnest

work every day, nnd appears to be cured.

He looks after 
his room, allows no one to enter it, has 
never been sick, and, so far as known, 
has held no communication with the rest 
of tbe world, except on two occasions, 
Once he confessed a trifling fault, and 
once, in reply to tbe request of an of- 
ficer of the institution to be allowed to 
enter his room, he said, "I am engaged, 
sir." 
He never reads and seems to have 


forgotten a world that has forgotten him. 


Tbe cause that led to this great and 


sudden change in his habits will probably 
never be known, and he will carry tho 
secret with him to his grave. 
The world 


has moved on, while- be seems -to have 
staid behind. Ilis mind is apparently 
clear, and he is to all appearances simply 
a retired business man. He has been so 
long a resident of the poor-house that be 
is almost forgotten, and it would probably 
be impossible at tbis late day to discover 
the reason, disappointment in love, or 
whatever it migbt have been, that led 
him to bis present course of life. 


What strange bits of life histories we 


son-etimes find in the strangest places.. 
Long years ago there was found at the 
gate of the same Portland poor-house a 
stricken and helpless man. "He was a 
little bit of an Irishman, a good little 
soul," said one of bis friends : "for, poor 
fellow ! he made many friends. 
He was 


contented and apparently happy, but could 
never be brought to tell where he came 
from. 
He didn't belong here and bad 


seen better days, but Portland gave him 
a home, a.id, recently, a grave. 
He be- 


longed somewhere, and probably left his 
home when he found himself becoming 
helpless, and wandered here to die some 
years of a restful life.—Portland (Me.)

That 
is the belief of Dr. Pettenkofer, as set 
forth in a new German book. 
The dis- 


ease cannot make a sea voyage of twenty 
days. 
If we could not cross the oceaii 


from Europe in less time cholera would 
never reach us. There are unfavorable 
land routes. 
Cholera never gets over 


deserts which require more than twenty 
days for caravans to cross. 
South Amer- 


ica enjoyed exemption from cholera until 
1854, when fast sailing vessels carried it 
from Philadelphia to Rio Jaiierio, and a 
terrible epidemic was the result. 
Chol- 


era makes the most remarkable jumps. 
The soil and its moisture, Dr. Pettenkof- 
er thinks, play a principal part in start- 
ing epidemics. 
Clay soils in relatively 


dry conditions are most likely to assist 
outbreaks of cholera. His argument is 
that the rain-soaked oarth has not had 
air enough for animal germs to breath. 
In heavy clay soils water drives the ail- 
completely out.

a bottle of the juice prepared in the way 
mentioned, which I hope may give in the 
United States the same good results it has 
given us. 
"Barao de Santa Cruz (chemist,) treating 
the juice by water and afterward by al- 
cohol obtained a resin (of which I send a 
small quantity) that seems to contain tbe 
active principle of the plant. 
This resin 


has a powerful irritating action, and has 
been employed in the proportion of 1 or 
3 to 100 with vaseline." 


A portion of this medicine, when it 


arrived, was 
secured by Dr. 
Smith 


Townsend, the Health Officer of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, for the purpose 
cf 


trying it on a patient, (Jnpt. Dugal, a 
man about 65 years of age, who was suf- 
fering from a cancroid of the nose of long 
standing. 
Tbe effect was marvellous. 


The wound began to heal from the first 
application, and in a very short time it 
was to all appearances, cured.

Dr.Towusend says be is now treating 


a lady for cancer of the face, and is ap- 
parently attaining the same good results. 
He hestitates about expressing a positive 
opinion as yet regarding its virtues as a 
specific for cancer, but says that in these 
two cases it seems to have accomplished 
what no other remedial agent know to 
medicine bas done.

Richard A. Proctor says the moon is the 
most interesting of all the heavenly bod- 
ies. It has been particularly serviceable 
in the proof it affords of the law of grav- 
itation. 
It proves, too, what the world 


has been in remote ages of the past acd 
what it will be in remote ages to come. 
It" most significant service to man has 
been as a measurement of time. The 
only perceptible effect which the oarth 
has upon the moon's course is that of at- 
traction, by which its route in space is 
slightly deviated. 
From the 
moon's 


present condition we may inform our- 
selves of the course of its'planetary life. 
There is cverv reason to suppose that our 
present condition was at one time hers ; 
that she possessed an atmosphere, water, 
animal and vegetable life. 
That has now 


passed away. Her surface is a sterile, 
rocky mass. 
The atmosphere bas gone 


or nearly so, and the seas are dried up. 
That same process is going on with onr 
earth, and a similar result will eventually 
ensue, but by season of tbe greater bulk 
of our planet, effects produced in ten 
millions of years in the moon will require 
sixty millions with us.—N. Y. Tribune.

destroyed the ticket. The result of this 
method was that no discovery was possible 
in the company's account wit.i the deposi- 
tor.

Telegraph an article on the Know Noth- 
ings and their doing in Bucks county in 
1854. 
I well remember the excitement 


attending our elections in that year. 
There was a large order in Bristol, and 
they held their meetings in Washington 
Hall, previous to the election for bor- 
ough officers in 1854. 
They nominated 


a ticket in secret caucus, issued a cir- 
cular with the ticket attached, and on the 
night preceding the election put a copy 
under every voter's door, a copy of which, 
with the names of the candidates to be 
voted for, I send you, all of whom, save 
seven, are now living. The Democrats, 
who in that day was in the majority, had 
formed their ticket and went into tbe 
fight confident of success. Shortly after 
the opening of the polls the Democrats 
discovered that some of the faithful were 
not taking any part in the success of the 
ticket. They came to the polls with 
tickets in their pockets, voted slyly, and 
retired, after 
passing signs with tbe 


Know Nothings, that all was right on 
their part. 


Tbe result of the election was that in 


a vote of 397, the American ticket, as ii 
was called In the circular, was elected by 
majorities ranging from eight to fifteen 
votes.

OABE OF OAEPET. 


Nothing is so observed on entering a 


room as the carpet. If that is nice and 
clean there will be an air of comfort 
about tbe room, however plain the furni- 
ture may be. On the other hand,if there 
is a shabby and soiled carpet on the 
floor, if it is all askew and half put down, 
the room will look uninviting and cheer- 
less, even if the furniture is covered with 
damask. It is better to have no carpet 
than one that is ragged and filthy. 


With proper care, carpets can be 


made to last a long time. In the first 
place, moths must be guarded against 
Every crack in the floor ought to be 
filled with putty and well dried! 
If there 


is not time to dry the putty, papers can 
be laid over it. 
Carpets should never be 


laid next tbe floor. The sand wears them 
out if they are. 
A very little straw or 


soft hay scattered on the floor does very 
well but old straw matting, or drugget, 
or an old wool carpet does better. For 
very nice carpets, cotton batting' tacked 
between coarss unbleached cotton, is the 
best thing that can be used. 


Experience has proved to me that car 


pets wear a third longer for being wad- 
ded. 
Tbe dust goes through to the floor 


and the carpet needs ranch less sweeping 
than it otherwise would. A little damp 
grass or brown paper sprinkled on a car- 
pet when it is swept, saves the wear o: 
it. 
For a nice carpet a broom should be 


kept which is not used for other purposes 
Every spot should be washed off as soon 
as seen. 


Wool carpets should be taken up anc 


shaken once a year, and if the room is 
common one, twice or more. 
Whenever 


a carpet is taken up it should be carefully 
examined, and if any places are burned 
or worn they should be carefully darned 
with the ravelings, to match. 
A carpet 


can be saved very much by guarding the 
entrance doors with mats, etc., especial- 
ly the door leading from the kitchen. 


Where there is a small entry between 


the kitchen and a carpeted room, it is a 
good way to cover the entry thickly with 
straw, and put over it a piece of carpet 
or drugget. 
Even cotton carpeting wil 


wear a long time over straw. 
This is 


much better than tnats to take the dust 
from the shoos. 
Get a largo pattern so 


as to have some left to repair with. Much 
can be done by turning and mending 
carpets to keep them looking almost ai 
well as new. 


BO GBOTOD FOB ALAEM. 


Professor Ely, of Johns Hopkins Uni- 


versity, is quoted as saying, in reference 
to the recent dynamite crimes: I believe 
we are just beginning to "enter on a ter- 
rible era in the world's history—an era 
of internal and domestic warfare such as 
has never been seen, and the end ol 
which only tho Almighty can forte)]. 
It is a pity that Professor Ely should 
have said this , if he did say it. because 
the utterances of men occupying promin- 
ent positions are apt to produce a serious 
impression, and also because there is 
really no ground for any such gloomy and 
sensational forecast. 
As, however, many 


timid people are liable to be alarmed by 
the signs of the times and by such dark 
predictions as the above, it is worth 
while to show the unreasonableness of 
all grave apprehension concerning the fu 
ture. Thecurrentof civilization is u broad 
and powerful stream, fed by innumerable 
tributaries of inherited 
tendency, and 


flowing with 
incalculable 
weight and 


force in the direction of aggregated pres- 
ent social evolution. 
Now present social 


evolution, being the sum of social efforts 
at advancement, shows clearly the lines 
of greatest energy. The great mass of 
men arc plainly working up toward bet- 
ter conditions by thoroughly 
peaceful, 


legitimate and natural methods. 
De- 


velopment, in fact, is the characteristic 
of modern civilization ; and since educa- 
tion is more diffused than ever, and since 
because of this the common mind is less 
conservative and more receptive of new 
ideas, the obstacles to necessary reforms 
are feeble, and change for the better is 
so easy as to justify all reasonable expec- 
tation. 


This is why there is no ground for 


alarm in tha present symptoms of discon- 
tent and disorder appearing here and 
there. These symptoms merely indicate 
a surface disturbance. Trade and indus- 
try all through the world have been de- 
pressed for a considerable perivd. 
As 


a consequence there has been rnjch suf- 
fering, and this has bred discontent, and 
some turbulence. 
But whoever desires 


to comprehend fully the significance of 
this surface agitation should study Eng- 
lish history from 1815 to the passage of 
Ihe Reform bill. 
During that period all 


England suffered from disturbances which 
in these days would seem to imply hope- 
less anarchy. There was no dynamite 
ihon, but inceudarism did more mischief 
than dynamite has ever done. 
Famine, 


riots, organized outrages, brigandage, 
epidemic disease, made the country seem 


Pandemonium, and this continued for 


years, and grew worse instead of better, 
until the timid had some excuse for 
thinking that a general breaking-up of 
society was imminent. But all that con- 
dition of ditordei passed away so quickly 
with the return of prosperity that if we 
bad not historical records to inform us we 
might doubt tbe facts. 


Tbe great current of civilization went 


steadily on, unaffected by tbe foam and 
tbe ripples and swirls which agitated the 
surface of the stream. 
And just so will 


it be with all the present disturbances. 
Civilization is too firmly planted in the 
hearts and natures of men to be shaken 
}y the lawlessness of a few restless people. 
These may make a good deal of neise for 
,heir numbers, but they cannot upset any- 
thing. Evolution, not revolution, is the 
irocess by which all necessary changes 
will be made. Dynamite will play no im- 
portant part in the future, unless it be as 
;he servant of. engineering science. There 
is no basis for apprehension. 
The world 


will go on in its slow but sure way to im- 
prove its conditions, and it will neither 
>e bullied nor hurried into the adoption 
of abnormal methods. And in the future 
as now, the influence of American insti- 
tutions, the spread of democracy in Eu- 
rope, will prove inva'uable in preventing 
dangerous explosions.—tf. F. Tribune.

PROIIimTiNG THE THROWING OF STONES 
WITHIN THE BOKOUOH OF BRISTOL. 


B3 It ordained and enacted bi tlie Burgess and 


Council of the Borough of Bristol, and it 4» hereby* 
ordained and enacted by authority of tliesame. 


SECTION I. That from and alter the puwtgeof thle 
ordinance the throwing of stones or other missiles, 
by either natural or artillcinl, mcai.8. or having In 
hmor tbetr possession, a device commonly known as 
a slue-shot, shall be prohibited within the Borough 
of Bristol. 


SBCTION. And it shall be the duty of the Consta- 
ble to arrest any person or persons violating the 
above ordinance, and upon conviction before Any 
Justice of the Peace of a violation of Section 1 of 
this ordinance, shall forfeit and par for the use of 
the said Borough tit Bristol,the sum of five dollars 
andcostof prosecution, and in default oipayment 
of said fine arid costs, shall be confined In the Bor- 
ough Jail for a period not exceeding twenty-four 
(21) hours.
